@ay’s Post-Dispatch. William 0. Beckhart was crushed un- 
der a street and John B. Harper was crushed between 
a railroad car and the wall of a building. 

Both of these horrors could in all probability have been 
prevented if proper precautions had been taken by the rail- 
way companies. 

In the case of Beckhart the fender on the car might have 
saved him if it had been really effective. Nearly all the 
fenders used on St. Louis street cars are worthless. This is a 
well-known fact, but nothing is done about it. 

In the case of Harper, it is said that railroad cars had on 
former occasions left the track at the point where he was 
killed. This suggests that the track is improperly laid. Yet 
no step seems to have been taken to make it safer. 

We boast, with justice, of the wonderful industrial progress 
of Bt. Louis. But human life is constantly endangered for 
lack of life-saving apparatus and precautions that ought 
to be compulsory. 

The constant maiming and killing which horrifies the city 
is not a*necessary accompaniment of our industrial activity. 
It is due to the apathy of the public and of the city officials 
which allows the record to grow day by day without effective 
action to check it.

ANOTHER REGISTRATION OPPORTUNITY. 


In section 21 of the election law quoted in Thursday's 
Post-Dispatch, providing for a board of appeals on registra- 
tion, is the following clause: 

Said board of appeals may also register as qualified 
yoters such persons as may make application who 
failed to anpear before the board of registration be- 
cause of sickness, forgetfulness, absence from the city 
or other reasonable cause at the time of precinct reg- 
istration. 

It is evident from the wording of the clause that the grant- 
ing of the privilege of registering to those who failed to reg- 
ister on regular days is discretionary wth the board. The 
law gays the board ‘may also register’’ persons who 
failed to register on account of “sickness, forgetfulness, ab- 
sence from the city or other reasonable cause.” 

But it is just as evident that the intent of this provision 
is to make the opportunity for citizens to register as wide as 
possible. Manifestly the object of the lawmakers was to se- 
cure a full registration of legally qualified voters by placing 
it within the power of the board of election commissioners 
to admit to registration on these appeal days all who .offer 
a reasonable excuse for failing to register previously. 

Instead, therefore, of construing this clause with severity 
and putting obstacles in the way of the registration of citi- 
zens during these three days, as Secretary Hoblitzelle in- 
dicated will be done. the board should construe the law 
liberally and open the way for all otherwise qualified to vote 
to fit themselves for voting by registration. Even a change 
of mind is evidence of a step toward better citizenship and 
should be encouraged. 

Sound public policy demands the _ fullest exercise of 
suffrage rights by all reputable citizens. The election com- 
missioners should use the power placed in their hands with 
care to prevent fraud, but with the purpose of securing the 
fullest expression, within legal limits, of the popular will.

The organization of citizens in one of the residence districts 
to clean the streets and provide police protection for them- 
selves is a practical way of meeting the present emergency.

But the really effective work must be looked for through 
associations for political action. Neighborhood. associations 
are temporary expedients which should be encouraged.

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Sir Robert Hart’s picture of future conditions in China 
are regarded as too gloomy, yet there is foundation for 
gloom. ‘There is a chance for the fool among the powers to 
stir up a Chinese row that will keep the Western nations 
disastrously busy for a century. 


While there are American citizens too indolent or careless to 
register as voters, there are others who, in order to be sure 
to vote, postpone moving into a ward in which they are not 
registered. The city, the state and the nation are all in great 
need of more clean, persistent voters.

NEW REGULATIONS INTERESTING 
TO THE TRADE. 


ONE GOVERNS APPRENTICES 


Another Definitely Defines the Quali- 
fications and Duties of Machinists 
and Authority of Employers. 


Several new and important features of es- 
pecial interest to the men employed in the 
machinist trade have been embodied in the 
revised regulations of the International Ma- 
chinists . One of these is calculated to pre- 
vent reduction in the wage scale and keep 
two men from hunting for one job. It was 
the one that was most bitterly contested at 
the late joint meeting with the National 
Metal Trades Association. It refers to ap- 
prentices and reads: 

‘There may be one apprentice for the 
shop, and in addition not more than one to 
every five machinists,” 

It is understood that in shops where the 
ratio is more than the above no charge 
shall take place until the ratio has reduced 
itself to the proper number by lapse or by 
the expiration of existing contracts. 


Another decision is one that has long 
been a question of discussion between em- 
ploye and employer. It defines the duty of | 
a machinist as follows: 

“A machinist is classified as a competent 
general workman, competent floor jyand, 
lathe hand, shaper, vise hand, planer, mill- 
ing machine hand, slotting machine hand, 
die-sinker, boring mill hand, tool hand and 
linotype hand. A competent hand in cither 
class shall be able to take any piece of 
work pertaining to his class, with the draw- 
ings or blue prints, and successfully com- 
plete the work within a reasonable time. 
He shall also have served a regular ap- 
prenticeship or have worked at the trade 
four years, 

“It is understood that the question of 
competency is to be determined by the em- 
ployers. Since the employers are responsi- 
ble for the work turned out by their work- 
men, they shall therefore have full discre- 
tion to designate the men they consider 
competent to perform the work and to de- 
termine the conditions under which it shall 
be prosecuted. This last paragraph does 
not in any way abridge or destroy the 
right of appeal from any apparent or e!l- 
leged unjust decision rendered by an em- 
ployer of labor or his representative, in 
conformity with the powers invested in 
him by this paragraph.” 


INSPECTING FACTORIES. 


Otte Ehrhardt of Garment Workers’ 
Union Reports Favorably. 


Acting under instructions from the ‘na- 
tional organization Business Agent Otto 
Phrhardt of the Garment Workers’ Union 
of St. Louls is inspecting St. Louis cloth- 
ing workshops to ascertain whether they 
are keeping up to the union orders with ref- 
erence to sanitation and other features ob- 
ligatory under the regulation of the unions. 

So far, Mr. Ehrhardt says, he has found 
general geod conditions prevailing. The 
growth of unionism among the workmen 
and workwomen has had much to do with 
keeping good sanitary conditions tn the fac- 
tories and doing cn ate with the sweatshops.
